STAMFORD, CONK., March 3. Rev. Wil- 


liam Tatlock, D. D., rector of St. Johns 
Episcopal church, Arch Deacon of Fair- 
field and ex-secretary of the American 
House of Bishops, died at the rectory here 
shortly after midnight. 
He returned 


Wednesday from a South American trip, 
taken to secure relief from bronchial 
trouble. Heart failure was the immediate 
cause of his death. 


Doctor Tatlock was born at Liverpool 


May 26,1833. He came to America in 
early youth and make his home with his 
uncle and father by adoption, Prof. John 
Tatlock of Williams college, a prominent 
instructor and known as a very original 
preacher for many years in Berkshire 
county, who passed the last years of his 
life in Pittsfleld. 
' 


After finishing his preparatory studies, 


William Tatlock entered Williams as a 
student and graduated in 1857. He at 
once entered the general theological semi- 
nary of New York, graduating in 1860. 


His first charge was at North Adams, 


where he was located from 1660 to 1862, in 
the latter year being called to St. Peter's 
Church, Albany, where he waa assistant 
rector until 1866; when he came to Stam- 
ford as rector of St. John Parish and re- 
mained twenty-five years, until four years 
ago when he was made assistant secretary 
of the American house of Bishops. 


Upon the elevation of Henry C. Potter 


to the bishopric of New York Dr. Tatlock 
became secretary and for many years had 
been chairman of the standing committee 
of the diocese of Connecticut and trustee 
of Trinity college. During his pastorate 
in Albany he married Miss Perry. He 
leaves five children, three sons and two 
daughters. 
His wife was a cousin of 


George B. Perry of North Adams.

in the engine room of the Parks Brothers 
exploded, and tore the roof from the 
building. The structure was a small 
wooden affair of two stories. 
Edward 


Parks, one of the proprietors, was throwti 
down by the explosion and frightfully 
burned. In a few minutes the fur-cutting 
building was a mass of flames and ruins. 


Adjoining was what was kitbwn as the 


Darius Stevens blind and sash factory. 
The flames leaped this and devoured the 
material like tinder. The wooden build- 
ings in Maiden lane and White street fur- 
nished great material for the fire fanned 
by the wind which was blowing a gale.. 
The flames leaped from building to build- 
ing, completely nonplusing the firemen, 


Next building to the sash factory was 


the Barnum building. It was devoured in 
a lew minutes. The nre then spread to 
the Dexter property. That went up in 
smoke. With it went the fruit store of 
Gerlotti Fongi. From Maiden lone the 
fire swept to White street and took hold 
of a fine block owned by George B. Sher- 
man. The block was in ruins in a few 
minutes. 


The original fire had not been in pro- 


gress more than a quarter of an hour be- 
fore several tenements in Maiden Lane 
were burned. There were many instances 
of occupants who narrowly escaped. In 
one house half a dozen colored women 
were penned in a third floor and were 
compelled to jump to the ground. One, 
Sadie Carpenter, broke her thigh. The 
fire jumped across White street and com- 
municated with the Ely block. After 
this was consumed, the cornice work of 
the handsome five-story brick block of 
Oscar II. Meeker caught fire and in fifteen 
minutes the building was in ruins.

tflLLIAMSTOWN AND TEMPERANCE. 


The question of license or no-license Is 
eiy icon again to come before the voters 
fWilliamstownfor the annual decision, 
hall li( nor be lawfully and openly sold 
i Willinmstown or not? 
What i onsiderations should determine 
lie voteis' decision in the case? Thean- 
wer is sure and apparent: the good 
ame, tlu-sobriety and the morals of the 
jwn. 
We do not include the financial 


onsiderition for we believe It included 
nd ovei '.hadowed in the others. 
Yesterday tbe TRANSCRIPT published 
narticU giving representative opinions 
f both the license and no-license advo- 
ates of 'VYilliamstown. As might have 
sen foretold, those opposed to license 
leclare (here has been an increase of 
Irnnkenness and a detriment to morals; 
he license advocates claim that th«re has 
icen le*- drunkenness because liquor was 
tonght more frequently and not in intoxi- 
»ting ciiiantities, and lay great stress on 
he consideration of the money advantage 
othe ti>wn—here, as everywhere, the 
•cot of nil evil. 
Let u<! quote Dr. Baieom in the matter, 
tho says: 
I am opposed to license for Williams- 


[own, 
for various reasons. There has been 
nore drunkenne«s during this period of 
ieensethanin the same time under no 
icense. 
I have seen intoxicated men 


ibout niv place fr°qneiitly. My neighbors 
lave been annoved by drunken men very 
nuch. Before \ve had license we were 
lever disturbed bv intoxicated men. I 
••n sav nothing about the influence of 
he saloon at the depot. What I now am 
laving m about the bad influence of the 
ialoon not far distant from my house. My 
»eigbbors and mvself have been much an- 
noyed bv bad conduct, profanity, etc. We 
fenow v hat we can see and hear. 
In retrard to the morality of the town, 
[ consider things in a process of deteriora- 
aon, 
gradually becoming worse 
and 
worse. Persons who were sober under 
the former system now drink, those who 
eery seldom drank formerly now are so 
tempted as to give up entirely to indul- 
gence. Workmen spend their time and 
money nt saloons and are unfit to work 
when their services are desired, and thus 
are sneering loss. I can see no good from 
license whatever. I think it has made no 
tUflerem e in the conduct of the students; 
have stun or heard nothing to give me 
concern for them." 


Doctor. Carter expressed his views to 


»ur correspondent as follows: 


I do not favor license. 
While trying 


bo loci; at the temperance question 
u I would look at 
other 
ques- 
tions, with calmness and reason, I Me 
only a downward course that the town 
will surelv travel if the license policy is 
continued. Sentment, that has made 
Williainstown so unlike other towns, and 
has caused us honest pride, will surely 
weaken and in time will entirely change. 
Those now opposed to license will likely 
favor it later. If a saloon should then be 
established, and if the people were made 
to believe it was more respectable than 
the others; if it was more elegantly fur- 
nished and in a better locality students 
might then patronize it. 


A strong sentiment toward the right 


has an upward tendency and is the only 
safe path to tread. 
License is a positive injury to the citi- 
zens ot the towu. There is more drunk- 
enness than forrierly. 
Many of good 
habits up to this license period have now 
fallen \ ictims to the habit of intemper- 
ance. Those formerly occasionally drink- 
ing a little, never being a source of grief 
to friends or relatives, now give them- 
selves up to indulgence and suffer remorse 
for their conduct. Money is spent for 
liquor that has been going to the family. 


Now to quote an opinion from the 


license standpoint, we have Mr. Odell 
•aying- 


We have not by any means made the 
money that people claim. We have just 
made a living. U is the flrst trial ot license 
for nineteen years. It takes time to build 
np tbe business. We had I. rgo expenses 
to fit up, etc., and to pay the heavy license 
fee. 
We are quite satisfied with the 


patronage received. It license is carried 
another year we shall make more money. 
No one knows who gets the licenses at 
another time. 


We have kept an orderly place. Resi' 
dents near by have not been annoyed by 
noise or objectionable conduce of any 
kind. We never wanted any toughs or 
fighters around. 
Some ot that nature 


may have occasionally got into our place, 
ana possibly some misconduct by intoxi- 
cated men uas been known on the streets, 
but we have exerted ourselves to prevent* 
anything ot that kind. 
"There has been very much less drunk- 
enness under license. The town has re- 
ceived much money in license fees. Just 
as much money would be spent under no- 
license, the only diflerence being that 
North Adams would get all the money 
that Y>'illiamsUron is now receiving. It's 
•11 nonsense, the talk of many, that men 
are dunking moie now. 1 mink license 
is the best tiling lor the tow u." 


The above views fairly represent the 


two sides ot the question. 


People of Williamstonn, will you believe 


such men as Doctor Bascoiu and President 
Cartel, or will yon believe and trust the 
men ir the saloon business who are in it 
lor money and money oulj? 


The TKANSCIUPT unhesitatingly and un- 


alterably accepts the no-license \ lew. The 
saloon, wherever we have known it, has 
been u curse to the community about it 
We c m't be made to believe differently 
And it is and may be increasingly so 
to W:iliamsto\vn. It is a uuaro to the feet 
of the •> oung men of WiUiamstown, it is a 
blot on the iair name of the town, it is a 
deterrent to tbe growth of tho town's 
summer population so valuable to It. In- 
deed, in WiUiamstown, as the saloon men 
argue, itleads to steady (if not always in- 
toxiiuting) drinking, which is the most 
dangerous and most expensive.

In iptte of the license money, it is a 


lear financial investment for the town, 
leaving 
oat the 
Irreparable moral 


damage. 
"The wealthier 
claw 
of 


people do not patronize the saloon*. It in 
the poor men witbfamilieg,workmen, and 
many farmers. 
"These all spend time and 


money, and the drain from the town of 
the earnings of the people is very great. 
The town will be obliged to help many 
who, if temperate, wonld require no as- 
sistance." The people of WiUiamstown 
should not delnde themselves about the 
money consideration. 


As for WiUiamstown men coming to 


North Adams to get drunk when they 
would not do so if they could buy a mod- 
erate amount at home: we know that 
many of them still come here and drink; 
and we know further that what some In- 
temperate 'WiUiamstown men may come 
to do in North Adams is no excuse, for 
carrying the rum traffic to Williainstown 
to accommodate these drinkers. 


When no-license can be enforced, it 


should be voted and enforced. The 
liqnor traffic should be suppressed entirely 
where it can be effectually done. In 
North Adams we do not believe we can 
yet do this. But in WiUiamstown it can 
to done, and for the morality, for the 
decency, for the sobriety and for the 
town's good name and its best material 
Interests, we look to see the people of our 
beautiful neighbor village declare against 
license at the coming spring election.

RESOLUTIONS DESTINED TO BE 


MEMORABLE. 


Resolved by the house of representa- 


tives, (the senate concurring,) That in the 
opinion of congress a state of public war 
exists in Cuba, the parties to which are 
entitled to belligerent rights, and the 
United States should observe a strict neu- 
trality between the belligerents. 


Resolved, That congress deplores the 


destruction ot life and property caused by 
tbe war now waging in that island, and 
believing that the only permanent solu- 
tion of the contest, equally in tbe interest 
of Spain, tbe people of Cuba, and other 
nations, would be in the establishment of 
a government by the choice of the people 
of Cuba, it is the sense of congress that 
the government of tbe United States 
should use its good offices and friendly in- 
fluence to that end. 


Resolved, That the United States has 


not interfered in struggles between any 
European governments and their colonies 
on this continent, but from the very close 
relations between the people of the 
United States and those of Cuba, in conse- 
quence of its proximity and the extent of 
the commerce between the two people, 
the present «ar is entailing such losses 
upon the people of the United States that 
congress is ot opinion that the govern- 
ment of the United States should be pre- 
pared to protect the legitimate interests 
of Americans by intervention if necessary. 


The general returns from all sections of 


the country are that business is improv- 
ing, but so slowly that it is soarely per- 
ceptible. After the government loan was 
taken with so large a subscription there 
was a general feeling of relief, as if confi- 
dence would soon be restored, but on 
Tuesday, Feb. 25th, a vote was taken 
in the United States senate which was so 
shocking to the common sense and pa- 
triotism of the people that it stopped the 
improving te ndencies. The majority vote 
which consisted of Democrats, Populists 
and a few traitorous Republicans, virtually 
declared that the senate would not con- 
sider any proposition to make the revenue 
more adequate to the wants of the gov- 
ernment. The treasury is running behind 
at the rate of over $30,080,000 per annum, 
and something most be done to stop the 
downward course. Herein is the cause of 
the very slow business revival. 


In the narce of justice and liberty why 


shouldn't the- United States congress lend 
its moral support to the freedom of Cuba? 
What would our efforts for liberty have 
amounted to in 1776 if France had not 
given us her support and favor? Have we 
as a people forgotten the spirit of Ameri- 
can freedom and the cause of universal 
liberty? No. But our Mugwump press 
has done so. 


The spirit of liberty and the action of 


its sympathizers sometimes 
becomes 


hasty. But that fact is not sufficient 
ground for sneering the spirit that goes 
out ti the down-trodden or for calling the 
men in congress foels and idiots who have 
heard and answered the cry of the op- 
pressed by pissing a moderate and en- 
tirely justifiable measure. 


The board of public works is to be 


heartily commended for its attention to 
means sn fflt tent to dispose of the overflow 
of surface water in our streets daring such 
a storm as we have just experienced. We 
are promised some action in the near 
future that will do away nlth the loss 
now consequent at a time of heavy rain- 
falls. 


When considering the Cubau question, 


let us remember tbe days when our 
country haj but 3,000,000 people 
and 


Great Britain was tyrannically using the 
power of tbe greatest nation on earth 
against us? Did our Revolutionary fore- 
fathers not welcome sympathy and com- 
fort from a great power? 


The heavy snow now accumulating and i 


the probability of a thaw and'rain coming 
any day with just such results as was ex- 
perienced Sunday from the wild rush of 
water ought to warn every one to prepare 
for it. If our street superintendent can 
do anything to put the gutters and ditches 
in preparatory shape, it will be in order. 


The United States sends quick response 


to the insult to tbe American flag in 
Spain. Here it ia: "It is the sense of cong- 
ress that the government of the United 
States should use its good offices and 
friendly influence to the establishment of 
a government by the choice of the people 
of Cuba." 


Congressman Wright's vote recorded 


against the Cuban resolution yesterday, if 
we may believe press despatches, was not 
so much against the spirit and contents 
of the resolution as a protest against tbe 
haste in which it was passed.

AN ARTISTIC PERFORMANCE. 


"The 
Cotton King's" Admirable Production 
at the Columbia Opera House. 


The production of "The Cotton King" 


at the Columbia opera house Saturday 
evening was a remarkable illustration of 
what can be done by an enterprising 
manager and a well selected and ingen- 
iously equipped company even with lim- 
ited stage accommodations. The melo- 
drama is one in which several mechanical 
devices can be used to advantage, one of 
which, the moving elevator, is an absolute 
necessity unless the lines of the play are 
materially changed. 


There was no little curiosity to know 


how on the limited stage space of the 
Columbia the calico printing machinery 
in motion, the large running elevator and 
adjoining office tall in one interior scene 
could be handled. But it was done very 
smoothly and creditably and that the 
factory interior was a good representation 
was evidenced by the applause given the 
scenery upon the rise of the curtain in tbe 
fourth act. 


The company as a whole was a well bal- 


anced one. It was not overstocked with 
personal beauty, but it did contain an un- 
usual amount of real artistic talent, and 
the principal characters earnestly por- 
trayed their parts in a most praiseworthy 
manner, not as is too often tbe case as 
though they would lazily slouch through 
the play and be off, but as though they 
felt an honest pride in their calling and 
strove to do it credit and as though they 
knew they had an appreciative audience 
and found pleasure in giving for its enter- 
tainment the best of their skill and talent. 


There was a most pleasing absence of 


ostentatious show or pretension though 
"Jack Osborne" as the business man could 
have dispensed with a few dozen of dia- 
monds and neither he1 nor the audience 
would have felt the loss much probably. 


The character of Hetty, the sweetheart, 


was very tastefully taken by Miss Lyon. 
Her acting and dress were artistic in their 
simplicity, and even in the most thrilling 
scenes like that of the elevator coming 
down upon her where the temptation for 
overdoing were strong there was at no 
time nothing more sensational in her voice 
or manner than tbe situation demanded, 
If she erred at all in this respect it was on 
the safe side. 


The same was also especially noticeable 


of George Turner as the engine driver. 
Tbe character of his work was as artistic 
as anything of the evening. His acting in 
the cottage scene where ho hesitates be- 
tween domestic love and duty, and finally 
sends Hetty away to safety was admirable 
in its subdued strength. 


Oscar Eagle as "Stockby," the vlllian of 


the play, while it would not hurt him any 
to unbend a little and not be quite so stiff, 
received the highest praise the stage vll- 
lian can wish for, that of hearty hissing 
from an audience so influenced that they 
can see in the actor only the fictitious 
character he represents. 


James M. Brophy made a good Jock 


Osborne after he got into the second act. 
His weakest points • are his attempts at 
elegance. He was at his best in his poor- 
est atlire and his return from his hard- 
ships to his friends aud the narrative of 
his sufferings were strong pieces of acting 
and remarkable exhibitions of elocution- 
ary

WHAT ABOUT OUR STREETS? 


Maurice Thompson i* quoted as saying: 


"A successful businessman said to me: AH 
good ro ids run downhill; by which he 
meant that traffic flowed like water along 
a pleasant highway. Show me a flourish- 
ing tov n. and I will prove to yon that it 
tea ba<-in into which good highways pour 
their st reams. 1 know that this is true in 
Indian.i. There is not a genuinely flour- 
ishing town within our state which is fed 
by ill-kept roads. Mud colors whatever 
it comi "in touch with, even the temper 
and aspirations of men and women. Who 
can kei p in a good humor with clay on 
his feet ? 


This sentiment just at the present time 


finds a i esponse in our own community. 
With our roads washed out and our streets 
all untidy and hardly to be crossed with- 
out one's being bedraggled with mud, the 
subject of better streets finds a lively re- 
sponse in almost every mind. 


What should North Adams do about Its 


streets •> 


There seems to be but one sensible an- 


swer. Begin making permanent improve- 
ments and something that rains can't 
wash out nor turn to mud. 


Pavements mean a large expense, and 


with the expense of new scboolhouses and 
other city improvements already incurred 
seem utmost impracticable because of 
their w ouid-be cost to the city. 


But wouldn't it be most economical in 


the long run to begin at once a system of 
street construction (whatever kind might 
be deemed best) which would be worthy 
of the name of city and be in keeping with 
North Adams' enterprising character? 


Supposing all the money that has been 


spent on temporary road patching in this 
town had been put into permanent roads? 
Would this everlasting road fixing have 
been necessary? Would the first howl of 
the kicker against expense, have been 
heard yet? 
Would the street commis- 


sioner's life be the continual misery it 
must have been yesterday? Would our 
merchants and manufacturers have worn 
out so much horse flesh and had so muoh 
expen-e and annoyance in delivering and 
translorring their goods? Would we not 
now h ive had streets to be proud of and 
to point to as a part of our city's achieve- 
ments rather than something which we 
must c onstantly excuse and apologize for? 


Here is a practical question. Why not 


all of us get to thinking in earnest about 
it ? Perhaps none of us are well enough 
informed about road-making at present 
to say what is best. Street making is a 
sciem-i; in which conditions of soil, 
climate, slope and many local circum- 
stances have to be considered. Even 
experts differ in their conclusions in al- 
most every case. But we can all be con- 
sidering the matter and resolve to support 
and encourage onr city officials in action 
looking to permanent street improve- 
ment •-.

Professor Peck will Reveal Some of Them 


Tomorrow Night. 


The first lecture to be given under the 


auspices of t lie Tuesday Evening institute 
will occur tomorrow night in the Congre- 
gational chapel. The lecturer will be Dr. 
James I. Peck, professor of biology at 
Williams college and through his gener- 
osity the institute is able to invite the 
public to attend the lecture without an 
admission fee being required. The lecture 
will be on the subject "Marine Food Sup- 
ply" and will be illustrated by stereopti- 
con pictures. This lecture will be very 
entertaining. Its title is chosen from the 
scieiitinic standpoint, of course, but the 
subject matter Is of much general interest. 
It deals with deep sea life and reveals 
many of the wonders of the ocean. 
The 


lecture gives the result of a thorough 
study of marine types made by Dr. Peck 
at Wood's Holl and other places and is 
entirely original, little literature on the 
subject bein^c obtainable. 
The pictures 


that will be shown are from original draw- 
ings made from life and represent a large 
amount of work. 
The opportunity of 


hearing such a lecture and seeing the il- 
lustrations should not be missed by any- 
one who cares to know something about 
thewonderlul in nature. It must not be 
understood that it requires a person with 
a knowledge of science to understand 
what will be presented. The lecture is 
for the purpose of teaching and therefore 
not beyond the grasp of the unlearned. 
Dr. Peck has the ability to present his 
thoughts clearly and in simple language, 
something that does not distinguish most 
scientists. A large audience should listen 
to him to be entertained and instructed 
and to encourage the institute in its work.

Bridges Threatened and Cellars Flooded. 


Bad Work at Bartlett Bros.' Mill. 


Gangs of Men Kept Busy all Day. 


The Swamp Inundated. 


The heavy rainfall of Saturday caused a 


freshet from which has resulted consider- 
able damage, probably more than for a 
number of seasons past. 


The steady downpour during the day 


caused the rivers to swell and gorged' 
many of the surface sewers about town, 
and the storm continuing in the evening, 
the valley became deluged by the south 
branch of the Hoosac river overflowing 
and the streets in many instances were 
rendered impassable. 


Both branches of the Hoosac river 


resembled torrents and considerable dam- 
age resulted to adjoining property. 


At Bartlett's. 


The condition at Bartlett Bros sawmill 


is probably the worst it has ever been. In 
.he mill yard there is about 2,000,000 feet 
of lumber, most of which is piled np and 
not under cover, besides a large supply of 
shingles and bundles of lathes. When the 
water was thrown back into the meadows 
n the valley it soon deluged the yard. 
At an early hour this morning the water 
was four feet deep in the mill. 


The light wood in the sash and blind 


department was thrown into a 'confused 


p and the machines were thoroughly 


wet. In the boiler room the water was 
Ivo feet deep. The principal damage in 
.he mill will be to the belting, which will 
have to be replaced with new. The force 
of the water was sufficient to carry huge 
piles of heavy lumber about the yard and 
the scene was a discouraging one to look 
upon when day dawned. Piles of lumber 
were tipped over, bundles of shingles and 
attics were floating around the yard and 
joards of every size and kind were all in a 
urn Me. The mill will not be run for sev- 
eral days and the men will give their at- 
tention to straightening out the yard. 


Bridge* Threatened. 


For a time yesterday morning it seemed 


as though both the Main street bridge and 
the bridge leading from State street into 
the Fitchburg railroad freight yard could 
not stand the force of the torrent and it 
was expected every moment that they 
would give way, 


A large number of heavy bridge piles 


stored ic the Fitchburg freight yard and 
a quantity of lumber from Bartlett Bros.' 
mill yard were brought down by the swift 
current and quickly heaped against the 
bridges. 
For two 
hours the water 


pounded against the obstructions, causing 
the Main street bridge to tremble and 
rushing over the upper bridge with a roar. 


A number ot Fitchburg employees were 


set to work early to remove the obstruc- 
tion at the upper bridge and they labored 
diligently until late in the afternoon. 
Joel C. HaskinB superintended the men at 
work on the Main street bridge and the 
men were kept busy most of the day. 
Large crowds watched the operations at 
the bridges from early morning until 
dark. 


Kleclrlc Cum Mopped. 


The condition of the valley south of the 


city was such that at midnight a-belated 
car from Willlamstown was unable to 
pass through the water. The tracks were 
covered with water from midnight until 3 
o'clock iu the afternoen, and repeated 
attempts to force a car through were un- 
successful until 3.30 o'clock. At one time 
the tracks were under four feet of water. 


On the Williamstown line the condition 


was not much better, on account of a 
washout which occurred in Blackinton, 
and another just this side of 'Williams- 
town. A brook which ordinarily flows 
through a sluiceway under the track be- 
gan to flow over the track and from 6,30 un- 
til 10 o'clock last night the track was under 
two feet of water. Passeggers were trans- 
ferred around the washout in wagons, but 
later the cars were able to cross the place 
by proceeding carefully. Mr. Richmond 
says it is the worst washout in the history 
of the road.

Into the midst of the music 


The joy and the fulness of life,

We heard not the sound of the trumpet*, 


The Canvass Is Finished and a Report 


Will be Made. 


The canvassers appointed to get the 


names of all of the French residents in 
this city have completed their work, and 
they met at the close of the morning ser- 
vice at Notre Dame church yesterday to 
make a report. The meeting was ad- 
journed until Friday evening, when the 
result of the canvass mill be talked over. 
The canvass was made In the interest of 
the proposed building of a parochial 
school iorthe Notre Dame parish. By 
contributions from the French residents 
of this city it is expected that at least 
$5000 will be raised. 


The public highways were 
badly 


washed out in many places and it will be 
several days before the streets are in 
proper 
condition again. 
In most in 


stances in the northern part of the city 
the damage was caused by the overflow- 
ing of surface sewers. Wcsleyan, Eagle 
and Enet Brooklyn streets were most 
damaged. The water poured out of the 
cellar' of A. A. Lee's store on Eagle street 
through the windows, the cellar having 
become filled to the floor. The board of 
public works was active all day and 
Street Superintendent Berry and Water 
Works Superintendent William Hodge 
were busy with gangs of men repairing 
the damage to the streets and opening the 
sewers. The road near the dam on Union 
street was badly torn up, and on Dover 
street the water made a ditch about three 
feet deep and three feet wide ualf the 
length of the street. 


The Sw«mi> nlslrlct 


Was inundated and in a number of in- 
stances persons were unable to get out of 
their houses. Stanford's lane resembled a 
thoroughfare in Venice and men and boys 
pushed rafts about from house to house. 
The lower ends of Spring street and Smith 
street were under water, which flooded 
the yards and poured into the collars o 
the residences, 
causing 
considerable 


damage. 


The damage resulting from the freshel 


is greater than has been caused by high 
water for several years. 
Owing to the 


frost in the ground, the damage to the 
streets and roads is not so extensive as il 
would otherwise have been, but the loss 
to individuals is heavy.

ARE TARIFF RATES HIGH ENOUGH! 


Cftieap Oriental Labor Mar Compel High- 


est PoMlbto Protection. 


Those who have expressed the opin- 


ion that the MoKinley tariff rates of du- 
ties were too high, and would never be 
restored, are evidently not alive to the 
eoctoomio and industrial developments 
that are now occurring in different parts 
ft the world, most particularly in Alia. 
Instead of their being too high, wo be- 
lieve that, within very fow years, it 
trill be found that the McKinley tariff 
rates are far. too low to afford protection 
to American labor and to American in> 
dnstries in snch lines as may be brought 
into direct competition with the prod- 
acts of the labor of India, China or Ja- 
pan. 


The United States will not stand 


alone in this respect. Goods made by 
oriental labor will flnd their way into 
every market in Europe and Australia. 
They will supplant the European and 
onr own goods in South American mar- 
kets. The great hive of European in- 
dustry will be removed to Asia unless 
eomo effective international combina- 
tion may be brought abont that can 
check the movement that baa already 
originated in the orient. Instead of any 
tendency to lower tariffs here or in En- 
rope v?Q see before TJS indications of the 
necessity for distinctly higher tariffs, in 
some respects, than have ever yet been 
enacted in thia or any other country of 
the civilized -world. 


The general tendency of the masses 


of onr people is not to diligent fore- 
thought. There are some among us, 
however, who recognize the impending 
industrial revolution and 'are preparing 
for it by the establishment of factories 
iu the orient. 
While the capital theie 


invested will be American capital, it 
will be subject to the laws of other 
countries and will be utilized in fur- 
nishing employment for the cheapest 
kind of foreign labor, not American la- 
bor. 
The product of such factories must 


bo kept out of the United States unless 
upon payment of such a tariff as will 
make its cost equal to that of the Amer- 
ican product made at home by Ameri- 
can labor.

AT ADAMS TODAY, 


The Way a Smoke Stack Is Built. 


There is a groat deal of interest taken 


In the work, DOW being done at the new 
Berkshire mill, of constructing the large 
six-foot ateel smoke stack, which is to be 
125 feet high. The method of doing this 
work, is certainly odd and very different 
from what would be expected. The top 
is. being built first and then raised and 
an under portion riveted to it. As it is 
raised il is surrounded by a patented 
frame and Yale & Town tackles are fas- 
tened in such a way as to keep it in posi- 
tion. A ladder is being fastened to the 
side as the work progresses. This style 
of stack is said to be far superior to th» 
brick stack. 


To Utilize the Smoke. 


Workmen of tho Fuel Economizer com- 


pany of Mataewan, N. Y.t are setting up 
their apparatus in the boiler ot the new 
Berkshire mill. The apparatus is largo 
and weighs nearly 100 tons. It stands 
upon a brick base and consists of several 
hundreds of iron pipes which will be filled 
with water for the boilers. These pipes 
are inclosed by brick walls on all four 
sides. The seven large upright boilers 
will stand on the opposite side of tho 
building and a large pipe will bring the 
smoke from them into the brick casing, 
which surrounds the water pipes. The 
smoke circles in and about these pipes and 
being hot heats the water in them, so that 
when it goes into the boilers it is hot and 
not so much fuel is needed to generate 
steam. Underneath the iron pipes are 
pits in the brick foundation where ashes 
and other solid matter in tbe smoke is de- 
posited. This refuse may betaken out 
from a door beneath. After the smoke 
has passed through tho array of pipes, it 
goes directly through another brick pipe 
to the smokestack, which stands just out- 
side the house. The apparatus is a money- 
saving contrivance, as the heat which for- 
merly went up in smoke is now utilized 
with gre.it saving of fuel. 


Great Damage by Water. 


The rain of Saturday, combined with 


the warm weather, was the source of con- 
siderable havoc in town. All the snow on 
the hillsides and river banks was melted 
and com« pouring down into the valley in 
torrents, swelling the streams in excess of 
the bed's capacity and flowing over the 
banks. Thus many cellars throughout 
the whole town were flooded. The foot- 
bridge between Spring and Dean streets, 
near the Renfrew dye house, was carried 
away; tbe Dugway was impassable, the 
water coming through the gully with 
great force. The electric cars were unable 
to run through to North Adams, as the 
track was flooded. 


Fell Fifteen Feet. '

EDISON TALKS OF ITS DEATH DEAL- 


ING POSSIBILITIES.

Water Highly Charged May Be Csed to 


Repulse AMiralts—A Torpedo Cable That 
Wonld Protect Now York Aeainst Any 
mid All Navies—A Dog Quickly Killed. 


Somewhere Ellison read onoo that some 


firemen nt work on a building whore there 
Ivoro a lot of electric wires overhead were 
rather severely shocked. The stream from 
one of tho Hues of hose hit one of the 
wires. Tho heavy current leaked from 
the wires and ran down the stream, shock- 
ing the nozzlo men. 


"I hadn't thought of that before," Edi- 


son said to the Sun man, "so I tried it 
with an Induction coll and a cat. 
It 


worked all right. That was the hist of 
tho oat." 


When Edison bojran to think about ap- 


pliances useful In war, ho thought cf that 
stream of water. The difficulty of throw- 
Ing a stream of vrnter any considerable 
dlstiinco precludes the possibility of its use 
as a means of attack, but fur defensive 
purposes, Edison says, it Is absolute 
against oortaiu forms of attack. 


He has devised a fluid which, because of 


Its greater viscosity, can be propelled iu a 
solid stream through a nozzle a much 
greater distance than water. 


"Suppose you were defending an en- 


trenchment, breastworks—any sort of 
fortifications—against a charge. You take 
a lot of little nozzles, throwing streams 
less than half an inch in diameter. I can 
throw such a stream with a fluid of my 
own preparation at least GOO feet. 
I 


wouldn't stand In front, of it at 1,000 feet. 
You can charge that fluid with 5,000 
volts, and It will kill on the Instant of 
contact. A one horsepower engine will 
furnish all the power needed. It takes 
power to produce amperage, but It's volt- 
ago that kills, and that is easily produced. 
Tl>« boiler and dynamo could bo lugged 
avound in a one horse wagon. All you 
need besides la a powerful pump. Take 
half a dozen nozzles, arranged on swivels, 
and thu attacking force couldn't get near 
your fortifications. 
It would be perfectly 


easy to place tho dynamo and machinery 
underground, where artillery couldn't 
possibly injure them. Why, that thing i§ 
absolute." 


"You apparently have no doubt what- 


ever about the killing properties of elec- 
tricity, " said The Sun man. 


"Kill? Why, I killed a dog out hero In 


one ten-thousandth part of n second." 


"How did you measure the time?" 
Edison laughed. Thou, with a jerk of 


his thumb toward tho celling he said: 


"Bigged u weight up there. We know 


how fast a weight, falls by tho simple at- 
traction of gravity. We put a brass scale 
beside tho weight. Tho turning on of tho 
current that killed the dog released the 
weight and it began to fall. Shutting off 
the current arrested the weight again. 
Tho current was turned on and off as 
quickly as possible. The dog was dead and 
the weight had fallen two one-hundredths 
of an inch. It took it one ten-thousandth 
of a second to do that. That's tho time 
It took to kill tho dog." 


Then Mr. Edison talked about the pro- 


tnction of harbors by torpedoes. It would 
be very simple, he said, to construct tor- 
pedo defenses for Now York, or any other 
harbor, for that matter. It can bo done 
quickly and at little cost. Accurate and 
careful surveys of all the Important har- 
bors on the Atlantic and Pacific seaboards 
are in the possession of the government 
engineers. They know tho depth of water, 
the location of bars and the character of 
the bottom. Taking New York harbor as 
an Illustration, ho said: 


"Suppose you stretch an endless cable 


from Kookaway ovor toward Long Branch. 
Put it farther out if that doesn't keep the 
enemy's ships far enough away. Make it 
from Fire Island to Spring Lake if neces- 
sary. Sink this cable to the bottom and 
work it around wheels just as the bridge 
cable is worked, so that it can be moved 
forward and back. Insulate it so that it 
can be charged with electricity. Then at- 
tach torpedoes to it every 200 feet or so, aa 
near together OR is necessary to make the 
thing sure and effective. 
These torpedoes 


will stand on end in the water and can be 
built so that they will rise to the surface 
as soon as they are freed from the cable. 
The pressure of the water on the diaphragm 
keeps the circuit broken. When the tor- 
pedo is released from the cable it rises to 
the surface. As it rises tho pressure on the 
diaphragm decreases. If tho torpedo rises 
under a ship, the force of the impact seti 
it off and blows tho ship out of water. 
But if it misses tho ship it goes off whoa 
It reaches the surface, because, the prossuro 
on the diaphragm being removed, thu cir- 
cuit would be completed just as if by im- 
pact. 


"Now, by having a long string of these 


torpedoes on u movable cable, it would bo 
possible to hit auy ship that tried to get 
in. Tho operator of the cable, at his ia- 
laud observatory, watches the ships cal- 
culate their position with his range finder. 
He knows where his torpedoes are, and at 
the proper time he pushes the button and 
frees two or three of them. Tho result is 
the destruction of the ship. If it should 
be thought possible for a ship to get by 
one such cable it would be easy enough 
to have more than one. Tho coast would 
be lined with them, and the protection of 
the olty would be absolute. Torpedo catch- 
ers would not be effective against such a 
defense, because if they began grappling 
for the cablo the first touch of their grap- 
pling irons would notify the operator, 
All he would have to do would be to free 
a couple of torpedoes. That would be 5h« 
und of tho torpedo catcher. It wouldu" 
be nocossary to hit him with one of thorn 
They would be sure to oxplodf somewhcrr 
near him, and he couldn't stand the con- 
cussion."—New York Sun.

Perhaps the most perfected system of 
proofreading extant Is thnt employed by 
tho London Times. Once upon a time 
Lord Winchester wagered that ho would 
find no less than 30 misprints in six num- 
bers of ThB Times. Tho wagor was for 
tuOO, with S60 additional for every blun- 
der, moro or less. Six numbers of Tho 
Times were taken nt. random, and three 
misprints were discovered. Lord Win- 
chester lost nearly 82,000. 


Many years ago In Franco a book wns 


published which the author had given 
cnrcltil revision. lie miulo his boasts that 
tho volume was froo from errors. 
When 


ho critically examined the printed honk, 
lie discovered no less than MO typosiaph- 
loal errors. Becoming so (mragcd over his 
discovery, ho died in a flt of anger. 


Kingsley once said, after ho had bonn 


severely handled by tho printer, ''I wonder 
that the Newgate calendar records no case 
of an author being haugod for killing his 
printer." 


1'hero nre said to be but threo books free 


from errors—nil American reprint of 
Dime, u London edition of Horace arid 
tho Oxford Bible. When their Bible was 
published, rtio professors of tho University 
of Oxford offered a reward of a guinea for 
every error that might be found. 
Tho re- 


word was unclaimed until, some years 
after, a keon eyed critic discovered on 
error which ho pointed out and was givun 
tho reward. Tho mistake was corrected, 
and it is now said that thoOil'ord Bible 
Is entirely free from typographical errors. 


During the last century tho professors 


of tho Edinburgh university attempted to 
publish a book which should bo a perfect 
specimen of typographical accuracy. Ev- 
ery pro 
tion was taken. Six experienced 


proofreaders wore employed. 
Thoy devot- 


ed many hours to tho reading of each page, 
which, when thought perfect,, was pl.iced 
npou tho walls of tho college and kept 
there two or three weeks, with tho notioo 
thnt 1250 would be paid to any one who 
would find an error. None was found, 
and the professors congratulated them- 
selves upon their success. 
Tho book was 


published, and upon examination the first 
thing they found was an error In tho title 
pugo and another in tho first, opening 
chapter. 


ThoMazarln Bible, published more than 


400 years ago, was full of errors. In an 
edition published 200 years later tho word 
"not" wns omitted from the seventh com- 
mandment, from which error tho book re- 
ceived the name of tho "Adulterous Bi- 
ble." In tho printed directions for con- 
ducting Catholic services appeared tho 
lino, "Here the priest will take off his cu- 
lotte." The word calotte means an eccle- 
siastical cap or miter. Culotte means in 
broad Saxon a man's underclothes. A 
blunder equally scandalous was mado 
In a review of a historical work as follows: 
"It was well understood what woro the 
plans of tho opposition after the queoii'a 
chemise." For "chemise" road "demise," 


The Rov. Dr. 1'odd was given some 


relics to present to a museum. In present- 
ing them h» alluded to "tho lives of tho 
saints." The remarks when published 
alludad to the "lies of the saints," which 
so enraged tho giver that ho wrote to Dr. 
Todd and demanded their return. 


At a largo public demonstration in Eng- 


land a popular and prominent man arose 
tn speak and was greeted with enthusiastic 
cheering and shouts. In speaking of it 
tho newspaper said: 


"The vast concourse rent the air with 


their snouts." 


Some years ago the Philadelphia Posi 


published this erratum: "In our last issue 
a biography of Newton was said to contain 
this, 'Yes; tho immoral Newton lived just 
like othor men.'

not budge until they did. No arguments 
were of any avail, and thn money had to 
be sont for and distributed, aftor which 
tho;nen weighed anchor with a cheer, and 
gave up tho fthip again. 


Th« sultan, however, reflected 
Unit 


what a transport had douo peaceably a 
heavily armed mim-o£-war might do with 
evil intent, and, calling Hassan Pasha to 
him, ho declared that ho wanted no moro 
navy. In this light hearted manner a 
brunch of national defense, which had 
been tho pride of its officers, was sacrificed 
to the royal fears for persona! safety, and 
Hassan Pasha, who has steadily carried 
out his master's programme, has e\er 
since been in high favor and is, to all in- 
tents and purposes, minister for Ufa.—

THE ENGLISH NAVY 


Efforts of the Government To 


Greatly Strengthen It. 


THE ESTIMATES LARGELY INCREASED 


Five New Battleships, Thirteen Crullers 


and Twenty-eight Torpedo-boat 


Destroyers I* Wlwt Is 


Ashed 
for 
Now. 


London, March 3.— In the house of 


commons the Et. Hon. George J. Gos- 
chen, first lord of the admiralty, after 
presenting the navy estimates, said 
said that the proposed increase in tho 
naval expenditures was not due to any 
feeling of alarm. More ships meant 
more men, and these could be got He 
commented upon the important per- 
sonnel, which he said was due to the 
enormous complexity of modern war- 
ships. Nevertheless, 
the 
admiralty 


would have no difficulty in gleaning 
from a long roll of candidates. The 
government proposed an increase of 
£850,000 for guns and docks at Gibral- 
tar. 
It had decided to build three 


docks instead of one. The cost of the 
works was estimated at £3,500,000 in 
addition to the £361,000 already al- 
loted for the new dock there. Sum- 
ming up the demands of the govern- 
ment, Mr. Goschen said it was pro- 
posed to raise the naval works 
bill from the £8,500,000 proposed by 
the last government 3 to £14,000,000, 
which would be the amount of the gov- 
ernment bill.

Continuing, he said 


that these might seem large figures, 
but the chancellor of the exchequer 
authorized him to state that the ex- 
chequer could supply the money. It 
was proposed to add to the navy five 
battleships like the improved Renown, 
four first-class cruisers, three second- 
class cruisers, six third-class cruisers 
and twenty-eight torpedo-boat destroy- 
ers. The total estimates were £31,- 
822,000, against £18,700,000 for 1895-'9B. 
The ministers believed that they had 
arrived at a point on which they might 
stand. If any tremendous strain came 
upon the country obliging Great Brit- 
ain to bear the whole burden alone 
and unaided, or whether, in the event 
of any general disturbance, she would 
take her place with any other power, 
the British fleet would represent the 
self-reliance of a great nation.

On that unanimity they com- 
mended the estimates to the house, 
confident that the cost would be will- 
ingly borne, and trusting that they

Washington, March 3.—War talk Ig 


again absorbing the attention of our 
national lawmakers to the exclusion 
of almost every other subject, and in 
the hotel lobbies nothing else is heard 
but discussion of the trouble with 
Spain. Of course, no one seriously be- 
lieves that nothing more than talk will 
result in our relations with Spain, but 
that it is the intention of this govern- 
ment to take some step looking to the 
freeing of the Cubans, and that speedi- 
ly, too, is the general belief here. No 
significance can be attached to Spain's 
prompt action in disavowing and offer- 
ing to make amends to the United 
States for the outbreak of mob vio- 
lence at 
Barcelona. 
N everthelees, 


this action, and especially the fact that 
it was taken immediately after news 
of the affair reached the Spanish gov- 
ernment, without waiting for any sug- 
gestion from the United States, will 
tend greatly to relieve the situation 
and prevent a serious outcome of the 
mob's attack on our consulate. It is 
perhaps in part owing to these official 
advices that the excitement in Spain 
over the action of th"; United States 
senate, leading up to the insult to the 
United States consulate at Barcelona, 
fails to find a corresponding reflex in 
Washington, at least in official circles, 
and almost everywhere the feeling is 
that the affair is not one which neces- 
sarily must lead to hostilities. 
A good 


indication that no serious trouble is ex- 
pected is afforded by the course of af- 
fairs In the navy and war departments, 
which ran along this morning in the 
usual quiet manner. 


Authority To Enlarge Onr Navy. 


In view of the war talk, the action 


of the senate yesterday in passing a 
bill to enlarge the navy is significant. 
It was agreed to without a dissenting 
voice, and through it there is placed in 
the hands of the president a restricted 
power with which to deal with the 
Spanish-Cuban situation, should the 
emergency arise. 
The bill provides 


for the enlistment this fall of 1,000 men 
for the new ships now in commission, 
and appropriates $380,000 for their 
compensation; it also gives the presi- 
dent power, in the event such author- 
ity becomes necessary, to enlist such 
part of the naval militia (about 5,000 
men) for a period of two years, giving 
full complements for such vessels that 
do not have full crews, and authorizes 
him to charter steamers as transports 
for troops. 


House Cuban Resolutions. 


The Cuban resolutions passed by the 


house yesterday just before adjourn- 
ment are now in the hands of the com- 
mittee on foreign affairs of the senate 
and a report is expected to-morrow. 
They were passed by the house after 
two hours' spirited debate, under the 
limitations of a suspension of the 
rules, 
by

to 


17. They are the concurrent resolu- 
tions reported last week by the house 
committee on foreign affairs declaring 
that in tho opinion of congress a state 
of public war exists in Cuba, the parties 
to which are entitled to belligerent 
rights and between which the United 
States should use its good offices 
and influences to that end; and that 
the United States should be prepared 
to protect the legitimate interests of 
its citizens in Cuba by intervention if 
necessary. The last of the series of 
resolutions reported by the committee, 
pledging the support of congress to 
the president in carrying out the fore- 
going, was stricken out, it 
being 


thought unnecessary, being covered 
in the others. 


ALL QUIET^AT MADRID. 


American I^egatiou and Public Buildings 


Still Guarded, Howovor. 


Madrid, March 3.—There is some- 


what ot : lessening in the popular feel- 
ing against the United States,, but 
there is still a strong undercurrent of 
animosity which shows itself in various 
ways. The authorities have not re- 
laxed their precautions to prevent an 
outbreak, and the guards are still 
maintained about the public buildings 
and the American legation. The more 
turbulent spirits among the students 
mu.de repeated attempts last night to 
start demonstrations from the uni- 
versity, but the gendarmes were alert 
and prevented them. Fourteen of the 
ringleaders were arrested. 


NEW YORK STATE LANDS. 


Superintendent Terplanek Submits His 


Report to the Legislature. 


Albany, March 3.—Supt". Verplanok 


of the state land survey has completed 
his report for the past year, and it wai 
presented to the legislature last night. 
During the past year satisfactory pro- 
gress has been made on the work of 
land surveys. The surveys have been 
carried on in the counties of Essex, 
Franklin, Hamilton, 
Herkimer and 


Warren, where great tracts of public 
lands required immediate attention for 
the restoration and preservation of 
their boundaries. 
At the same time 


the boundaries of counties, towns and 
townships have been located and per- 
manently marked at numerous points, 
and the topographical surveys, for 
mapping purposes, have been carried 
forward over large areas. The object 
of these surveys ia two fold. In the 
first place the original surveys of New 
York, made in the Colonial period, still 
remain as tho basis and foundation ot 
all land titles in the forest dis- 
tricts of the state; and more par- 
ticularly in the northwestern counties, 
these original surveys were so imper- 
fectly made by the first surveyor, and 
with such insufficient records and total 
lack of stone monuments, as to be now 
almost effaced, and always obscure. 
The second and chief difficulty in the 
way of recovering and restoring the 
ancient boundary lines was the gen- 
eral decay of these boundaries, marked 
nearly one and a quarter centuries 
ago; simply by spots, blazes or hacks 
on the bark of those trees which hap- 
pened to be on the course followed by 
compass surveyors. In the midst of 


these uncertain and obliterated bound- 
aries are located some of the choicest 
forest lands yet remaining in the 
state, of which the state owns, in 
3,000 scattered parcels, over 700,000 
acres, and is seeking title to and will 
probably acquire yet five times that 
area for the purposes of the Adiron- 
dack park and the state forest pre- 
serves.

HENLEY REGATTA. 


Tale Students' Request for Permission To 


Enter the Racci Granted. 


New Haven, Conn., March 3.—A 


conference of tlie academic and scien- 
tific branches of the Yale faculty was 
held last night, and it was decided that 
the request of the university navy man- 
agement to enter an eight in the Hen- 
ley regatta in July would be granted. 
The faculty have allowed every point 
of the petition of the navy. The latter 
asked that permission be allowed them 
to sail on June 6 before the close of the 
semi-annual examinations, Sn order 
that they might become acclimated be- 
fore the race on tho Thames. This 
request was granted, and the Yale 
oarsmen will loave Kew York on that 
date, probably by the Cunard lino. The 
faculty stated to the crew manage- 
ment, after the meeting lost night, 
that the most stringent scholarship 
standard would be required from the 
oarsmen who were allowed to cross the 
water, and any candidate whose schol- 
arship was in doubt would not be al- 
lowed to represent Yale at Henley. 
The navy management will issue a call 
for a university mass? meeting to settle 
details of Yale's entry in a day or two. 


FLOODS IN NEW ENGLAND. > 


Bridges Washed Airav, Railroad Tram. 


Impeded and Factories Closed. 


Boston, 
March 
3. — The 
flood- 


throughout New England, which have, 
carried away bridges and washed out 
railway tracks, have badly delayed the 
mails due in this city. Reports from 
many parts of Massachusetts this 
morning tell of great destruction being 
wrought by the high waters. At Haver- 
hill the damage will be very great. 
The entire river front is submerged, 
and several factories have been com- 
pelled to closed down, rendering fully 
4,000 people idle. 


Floods Receding. 


Boston, 
March 3 —Reports from 


places along the Connecticut river in 
New Hampshire and Vermont this 
morning indicate that the height of 
the flood has probably been reached 
and that the water is slowly receding. 
The Merrimac river has also reached 
its height. 
The weather has grown 


much colder antd in most places a thick 
snowstorm, accompanied by high wind, 
prevailed last night. No loss of life 
has been reported. 
Dropped Dead While Watching the Flood 


Winstecl, Conn., March 3.—Twenty- 


four bridges in the county have been 
swept away by the flood. Mrs. J. B. 
Eggleston of Pleasant Valley, whila 
watching Farmington river rise, drop- 
ped dead of heart disease. Word from 
New Boston, Mass., states that the big 
dam of Gladwin's birch mill has been 
partly swept away and the traffic on 
railroads is still impeded. The loss in 
the county will exceed $100,000. 


Wild Night at Nashua. 


Nashua, N. II., March 3.—Last night 


was one of the wildest ever witnessed 
here. A snow storm raged furiously, 
the city was in darknens, and swoll«n 
waters of the Nashua and Merrimac 
rivers had reached the highest point 
on record. The Merrimac has reached 
to Hobbs street and has overflowed its 
banks in the vicinity of Taylor Fails 
bridge. All railroad connections are 
severed, except in an irregular man- 
ner. 
The damage in this vicinity will 


be very large. 


TO INTERCEPT FILIBUSTERS. 


Orders Sent tw Ke^enuo Cutter Comman- 


ders in Florida Waters. 


Washington, March 3.—The treasury 


department has sent instructions to 
the ^commanders of revcuuc cutters in 
Florida waters directing tliom to use 
every effort to intercept an alleged fili- 
bustering expedition bound for Cuba 
which the Spanish authorities have re- 
ported to tho state department as 
about to leave Alligator Key, between 
Key Y\"cst and Tampa. The report 
feiiys that two schooners, one from 
Tampa bearing Collazo and fifty men 
arid the other from a point north of 
Tampa laden with arms and ammuni- 
tion, left port last night for Alligator 
Key, whore they are to meet the 
steamer Three Friends, Becently pur- 
chased by Cubans in this country and 
cleared from Jacksonville in ballast 
several days ago. At the rendezvous 
the men and arms are to be transferred 
to tho steamer which will at once sail 
for tlie northeast coast of Cuba. This 
expedition has been closely watched by 
the Spanish agents and all the arrange- 
ments for its departure and reception 
in Cuba have been well known for 
some time past. 


HOME MISSION SOCIETY. 


Demand for Seats at Its New Vcc'k Meet- 


ing Exceeds the Supply.

London, March 2.—The United Press 


correspondent at Constantinople sends 
the following regarding the massacres 
at Birijik, province of Aleppo. 
Birijik 


had about 300 Christian houses or say 
about 1,000 souls in the midst of a Mus- 
sulman population of about 9,000 souls. 
After the massacre A, Curfa on Octo- 
ber, 1SB5, the authorities at Birijik 
told the Armenians that the Muslims 
were afraid of them, and that there- 
fore they (the Armenians) must surren- 
der to the government any arms that 
they possessed. 
This was done, the 


most rigid search beir.g instituted to 
assure the authorities that nothing 
whatever in the way of arms remained 
in the hands of the Armenians. 
The 


disarmament caused no little anxiety 
to the Armenians, since the Muslim 


; population was very generally armed, 


i-ichstag as to cause thorn to grant j anti was constantly adding to its arms. 
ny increase of the naval estimate j jn fact, during the months of Novem- 


ber and December, the Christians ha ire 
been kept within their hoaseb because 
the danger of appearing upon the 
streets was very great. 


Massacres Finally Begun. 


Troops were called out by the f?OT- 


ernmect to protect the people. 
Since 


the soldiers had come to protect the 
Christians the Chribtianswcre required 
to furnish animals for them to use to 
carry their goods. 
Then they were re- 


quired to furnish the beds and carpets 
to make them more comfortable. Fi- 
nally, they were required to turnish 
Uie soldiers with food, and they were 
reduced to a state bordering on desti- 
tution by these increasing demands. 
The end came on tne 1st o£ Jan. 1896, 
when the news of the massacre, of sev- 
eral thousands of Christians at Ourfa 
by the soldiers appointed to guard 
them, incited the troops at Birijik to 
imitate this crime. The assault on the 
Christian houses commenced at about 
9 o'clock in the morning, and continued 
until nightfall. 
The soldiers were 


aided by Muslims in the terrible work. 
The object at first seemed to bcjmainly 
plunder. But after the plunder had 
been secured the 
soldiers 
seomed 


to make a systematic search for men to 
kill those who were unwilling to ac- 
cept Mohammedanism. 


Not a Single Christian 'Lett. 


The cruelty used to compel men to 


become Muslims was terrible. 
In one 


case the soldiers found some twenty 
people, men, women and children, who 
had taken refuge in a sort of cave. 
They dragged them out and killed all 
the men and boys because they would 
not become Muslims. 
After cutting 


down one old man who had thus re- 
fused, they put live coals on his body, 
and as he was writhing in torture they 
held a Bible before him and asked him 
mockingly to read them some of the 
promises in which he had trusted. 
Others were thrown into the river 
while still alive, after having been 
cruelly wounded. The wounded and 
children of this party were loaded like 
goods on the backs of porters and car- 
ried off to the houses of Mussulmans. 
Christian girls were eagerly sought af- 
ter, and much quarreling occurred 
over the question of their division 
among the captors. Every Christian 
house, except two claimed to be owned 
by Turks, was plundered. 
Ninety-six 


men are known to have been killed, or 
about half of the adult Christian men. 
The others have become Mussulmans 
to save their lives, so that there is not 
a single Christian left in Birijik to-day. 
The Armenian church has been made 
into a mosque and the 
Protestant 


church into a Medresse seminary.

FLOOD IN MOHAWK VALLEY. 


Heavy Bains and Melting Snow CaUM 


Great Damage. 


Fort Hunter, N. Y., March 1.—The 


ice has moved out of-the Mohawk river 
here and the water is very high this 
morning In some places the river has 
overflowed its banks, causing much 
damage. For miles west, 
however, 


the ice is still solid. The lowlands 
along the stream up the valley are un- 
der water and many cellars are flooded. 


Gloversvllle Inundated. 


Gloversville, N. Y., March 1.—It has 


rained here for thirty-six hours, and 
with the rising- temperature and melt- 
ing snow the city has been nearly in- 
undated. Immense damage has been 
done by the flooding of houses, barns 
and cellars 
The tracks of the Fonda, 


Johnstown & Gloversville railroad are 
covered with two feet of water for 
nearly three-quarters of a mile. All 
traffic on the Guyadutta Electric rail- 
road has been stopped on account of 
the flooding of the car house. The 
bridges in this, city were carried away. 


Great Flood at Hudson, N. T. 


Hudson, 
N. 
Y., 
March 
3.—The 


freshet in the Hudson river at this 
point is the most severe known during 
the past twenty-five years. Buildings 
and wharves are flooded. The tracks 
of the Hudson Eiver railroad are cov- 
ered with water, and travel north has 
been discontinued. All trains out of 
New York are sent by way of Chatham 
and trains are made up here for New 
York and way stations. The water 
has reached the floors in the New York 
Central depot. The ice has moved at 
Catskill, but at this point it is firm. 
Great damage is feared in this city and 
all points north on the line of the 
New York Central railroad. 


High Water at Albany. 


Albany, March 3.—The flood at Al- 


bany this morning had attained great- 
er proportions than any in years, ex- 
cepting only that of 1893, when the 
Hudson was swollen to a height of 
seventeen 
feet 
above the 
normal 


flow. 
The whole southern portion of 


the city lying on the flat land for a dis- 
tance of 200 yards back from the river 
front is inundated,'but there is no ex- 
tensive damage reported. 
Many old 


wheels have been carried away and 
much damage done in a. small way, 
which cannot be estimated. The hotels 
were unable to warm their rooms last, 
night, for the water had compelled the 
extinguishment of the fires in all their 
boilers. The guests of the Mansion 
house had to be taken out in boats to 
other places. 
Traffic with Greenbnsb. 


and the other villages on the east shore 
is largely cut off, as the approach to 
the bridgn is under water. The Albany 
aud Trov motors cannot run through 
the village oE East Troy, and no belt 
line local trains are being operated by 
the Central-Hudson railroad. 


Three Hundred Hands Idle. 


Whitehall, X. Y., March 1.—The 


high water here carried away the 
fhnne of the Champlain Silk mill and 
300 hands are thereby thrown out of em- 
ployment 
A grist mill's power wheel 


was also destroyed. Warehouses and 
basements are flooded and the damage 
thus far is estimated at 820,000. The 
water is still rising and this morning 
it is higher than it has been in twenty 
years before. The electric light station 
is flooded und the town will be without 
light until the water recedes. 


Greatest Flood Since '57. 


Troy, N. Y., March 1.—The water in 


the Hudson river last night reached 
the highest point attained since 1857. 


Warships Being "Made Beady for luime- 


diate'Dlspatcn in the Event 01 This 


Country Acknowledging the 


Cubans as Belligerents. 


Madrid, 
March 
2.—Popular feel- 


ing 
here 
is bitter 
against the 


United States because of the action of 
the senate in adopting a resolution 
favoring' the granting of belligerent 
rights to the Cuban rebels. 
The stock 


market has responded to the excite- 
ment, and there is a material decline 
in purely Spanish and Cuban securities. 
In view of the financial difficulties un- 
der which the government is laboring, 
this is a most unfortunate time for 
Spanish securities to decline in value. 
The action of Admiral Herenger, min- 
ister of marine, in ordering the speedy 
preparation of six warships and some 
of the naval reserve vessels of the Span- 
ish Transatlantic company for dispatch 
to the Bahama channel meets with 
hearty approval. 
It is very evident 


that, despite Prime Minister Caaovas 
del Castillo's declaration on- Saturday 
that if President Cleveland should be 
compelled to endorse the action of co i- 
gress it would not provoke an interna- 
tional conflict nor interfere with the 
friendly relations existing 
between 


Spain and the United States, the gov- 
ernment is doing its utmost to prepare 
against any possible contingency. 


Will Defend Her Rights. 


The prime minister said last even- 


ing: "I trust that Cleveland will, veto 
the formal resolution of Congress, and 
I have more reason to trust that he 
will not comply with the recommenda- 
tions contained therein." 
Ha added: 


*'The granting of belligerent rights to 
the Cuban rebel*, is not casus belli, but 
Spain shall declare that it is not the 
act of a friendly nation. I do not 
think that Spain is threatened by for- 
eign aggression, but measures shall b« 
taken for the 
defense of Spanish 


rights, chiefly in Cuba. As regards 
demonstrations in the streets here I 
shal repress them severely if they are 
attempted." 


iBiultK Offered to Spain. 


Senor Silvcla, leader of the dissident 


conservatives, has, in an interview, 
advised the union of all Spaniards 
without regard to their political faith. 
He added that the act of the American 
senate was without precedent in inter- 
national law. He greatly feared, con- 
sidering the bad faith of the Ameri- 
cans, that they gave belligerent rights 
a different meaning than is described 
in international law. An interview was 
also sought with Senor Castelar, the 
republican leader, but he refiised to 
speak on the subject, as he considered 
the circumstances to be of the most 
serious nature. The Duke of Tetuan, 
minister of foreign affairs, has sent a 
long cable dispatch to Senor Dupuy de 
Lome, Spanish ambassador at Wash- 
ington, instructing him to present to 
the American government a formal re- 
clamation against the insults offered 
to Spain in speeches delivered in tha 
senate during the discussion of the bel- 
ligerency resolution. 


American legation Guarded. 


At several of the cafes here last 


night bands played patriotic airs, 
which evoked much cheering and en- 
thusiasm. 
Occasionally cries could be 


heard against America and the Ameri- 
cans. The troops are confined to their 
barracks, in readiness to respond to 
any call for their services. 
This 


morning the city was quiet, but the 


sula^e, where they gave vent to their 
patriotism by stoning the building, 
much to the damage of the windows 
thereof. As In previous mob demonstra- 
tions in Barcelona, the police were al- 
most impotent to disperse the rioters, 
who did about as they pleased. 
After 


this outrage oa the flag of the United 
States, the mob become more violent, 
and a proposition to make a further 
demonstration against the American 
consulate was speedily acted upon. 
The mob proceeded to the consulate, 
in the meantime arming themselves 
with stones, Arrived at the consulate, 
a perfect volley of missiles was direct- 
ed against the shield over the doorway 
bearing the American coat-of-arms, 
which was battered almost to pieces. 
The mob in some way became pos- 
sessed of several American flags, which 
were destroyed with ribald jests and 
expressions of contempt for the nation 
which they represented. The situation 
was becoming more and more threaten- 
ing, when 
reinforcements for 
the 


guards at the consulate arrived in the 
shape of a detachment of mounted 
gendarmes. The crowd was ordered to 
disperse, which they sullenly refus.d 
to 
do, whereupon the 
gendarmes 


charged them with drawn swords and 
put them to flight. Several of the riot- 
ers were injured by being trampled 
upon by the horses. 
Until a late hour 


the boulevards were througed by an 
excited crowd sing'ng the "Maiasil- 
laise" and patriotic Spanish sonfg. 


Arming Merchant Vfsaols. 


Admiral Beraninr Has ordered that

To Protect Our I*enatlou at Madrid. 


Washington, March C.—The state de- 


partment has been tfficially notified 
that the Spanish government, as a 
precautionary 
measure against any 


possible outbreak of violence arising 
from the excited feeling of the people 
of Madrid in regard to the reported a c- 
tion of the United States senate on 
Cuban affairs, has taken measures to 
guard the United States legation. The 
Spanish newspapers have published 
only carefully worded abstracts of the 
purport of the senate resolutions, but 
publications in Paris and elsewhere 
have given a sufficiently full statement 
of the feeling of the United States con- 
gress on the matter to cause anxiety 
and precaution. It is recalled that 
twice previously foreign legations have 
been attacked in Madrid. 
In 1871 the 


residence of the papal nuncio was as- 
sailed, and in 1885 the German legation 
was attacked on account of the Caro- 
line islands dispute. 


Cubans Thauk Senator Sherman. 


Paris, March 2.—Senor Betanees, a 


Cuban agent in this city, states that 
the recognition of theCubans as belliger- 
ents by the United States would ensure 
their speedy triumph, and that tha 
revolution would end in three months. 
Several Cubans here have cabled their 
thanks to Senator Sherman, for his 
advocacy of the Cuban cause.

Vizcaya, Oyuendo, Maria Teresa Lc- 
panto and Alfonso XIII., the ministry 
of marine has ordered that several 
torpedo boats and one torpedo catcher 
be made ready for immediate dispatch 
in the event of tha United States ac- 
knowledging theCubans. as belligerents. 
Dispatches from Barcelona state that 
an attack has been made upon the 
United States consulate in that city, 
notwithstanding the fact that 
the 


building was guarded. 
During the 


day a procession comprising 10,000 per- 
sons, headed by four republican mem- 
bers of the 
chamber of deputies, 


paraded through the principal streets 
of the city as a demonstration against 
the action of the American senate. A 
strong guard had been placed about 
the American consulate in anticipation 
of trouble. As the procession passed it 
there was some terisive whistling, in- 
terspersed with cat-calls and other 
tokens of disapproval. Some of the 
police and gendarmes succeeded in 
driving them away, but not until they 
had been forced to charge upon the 
mob with drawn sabres. 
While this 


trouble was going on the main body of 
the procession contintied its march to 
the town hall, where the leaders of 
the demonstration handed to the mayor 
a strongly worded protest against the 
action of the American senate and also 
against the speeches that had been de- 
livered therein on the Cuban Question. 
it being declared that some, of the 
speakers bad grossly insulted Spain 
and the Spanish government in de- 
feuding Cuban bandits and outlaws.
